RAILBOAI> TAXES 


The Illinois Legislature has passed 


the bill taxing the railroad companies of 
the State 2% per cent, on their gross 
earnings 
It is thought a much better 


way than the method of taxing them on 
their property, whose value it is difficult 
to determine. The estimated product 
of the tax is Si.000,000 a year 
The 


Illinois Central, the largest and most 
important line of road in the State, is 
not included in the arrangement, as 
under its charter it has always paid 7 
per cent of its grosp earnings to the 
Stato.—Eoreka Sentinel

Planetary Conjunction.

The year 1881 will be one of remaik- 


ahle interest, from au astronomical 
standpoint, for during that year the 
planets of our system will reach a point 
in their orbits not attained, some as- 
tronomers tell us, for 0,000 years, while 
others say that a somewhat similar com- 
bination occurred 1800 years ago. The
